Are we maligning our age if we find one of 
its gravest defeets in the almost universal 
tendency to glorify persons who do third-rate 
things in a first-rate way? The much-abused 
Victorians, for example, had on the whole a 
remarkably shrewd standard of personal val- 
ues. Their big men did really big things and 
the abilities of those whom they honored were 
never wasted on trivalities, however admira- 
ble and charming these trivialities may be. 
Occasionally, no doubt, a decade made a mis- 
take and underestimated genius and passed 
over achievement, but the orgy of indiscrimi- 
nate praise, so noteworthy today, was un- 
known in those times of solid judgment and 
decorous deportment. Democracy, now tend. 
ing to overflow the banks of common sense, 
seems to single out for its administration and 
its rewards men and women and, indeed, boys 
and girls who, a generation ago, would have 
occupied very humble booths in our national 
Vanity Fair. We boast, and perhaps rightly 
boast, of our ability in ‘‘spotting sontebodies’’ 
who really are wonderful on the screen, whose 
skill with the saxophone is as weird as it is 
marvelous, whose dancing is more daring than 
that of the most finished acrobat, whose crick- 
et appertains more to science than to sport. 
But we never think if these accomplishments, 
wonderful as they are, are the highest em- 
bodiment of the genius and character of man, _ 
and we never ask ourselves whether in court- 
ing and paying excessive emoluments to the 
cinema prodigy or the ‘‘stunt’’ novelist we 
are not, like thes base Indian, throwing away 
the finest pearls of our national life. For the 
tragedy of the cult of false values is not so 
much our indulgence of what is merely dex- 
terous and sensational, but our ignorance of 
the achievement which endures beyond the 
caprice of the moment and our foolish in- 
difference to men and women of high genius 
and noble character. We lose Sargent, but 
the crowd is too busy gaping at Tom Mix to 
give to the great artist and his work a min- 
ute’s thought. Sir Eyre Crowes dies in har- 
ness, but he had no publicity agent and he 
goes to his rest unseen and almost unknown. 
We pass our days in admiring the wrong peo- 
ple and the wrong things, and where is the 
Isaiah to castigate our idolatry? ©

What the Constitution Did 
(By Harry F. Atwood) 

There is much confusion regarding Ameri- 
ean history and lack of appreciation of the 
importance of the Constitution because the 
average person has the impression that a re- 
markable, almost superminded group of peo- 
ple settled here and began building very wise- 
ly day by day until they had erected a great 
structure, of which we are the heirs. 

It should be generally known that the situ- 
ation grew worse and worse until finally a 


condition was reached under which, during ~ 


several years before the Constitution was 
written, the mob drove our Congress from 
Philadelphia into New Jersey; Shay’s Re- 
bellion assaulted the court houses in the state 
of Massachusetts; a condition illustrative of 
the general situation. Money was worth any- 
where from two and a half cents on the dollar 
down to nothing, trade was.paralyzed and dis- 
cipline at a low ebb. 

On November 5, 1786, Washington wrote 
to James Madison: _ 

‘*We are fast verging to anarchy and con- 
fusion.’’ 

In that dark night of anarchy, bankruptcy 
and despair the Constitution was signed Sep- 
tember 17, 1787. Almost immediately order 
began to come out of chaos. In a few years 
we had a eredit around the world. There 
followed a hundred years of progress so 
great that there is nothing in the annals of 
history with which to make even an interest- 


' jmg comparison, and there was created here 


vnder the Constitution for the first time in 
the histeiv of the world a condition go at- 
tractive from the standpoint of opportunity 
that people of all nations wanted to come 
here. 
So remarkable was the change that on July 
19, 1791. Washington wrote to Catherine Ma-

Today the clerk is acquainted with the wants— 


of the individual customer, and-the customers 
seek out the clerks with whom they are ac- 
quainted and in whom they have confidence. 
Every business man realizes today that he 
has valuable assets in those men and women 
back of his counters who ‘‘know’’ his trade 
and in whom his trade has confidence. Even 
banks recognize this factor in business.

Like most of the upheavals in Europe these 
days, the communists have a hand in it, but 
they are not the only factors. Their doctrines 
find a following because of economic and po- 
litieal conditions favorable to ‘‘red’’ propa- 
ganda. 

Bolsheviks have been actively at work for 
months in Greece, operating through Mace- 
denia. They come with money supplied from 
Moscow. The Greek government under Pre- 
mier Michalakopoulos. has regarded rather 
lightly the affairs of the ‘‘reds,’’ saying it 
had no particular objection to their propa- 
ganda so long as they brought good money 
into Greece and left it there. 

This rather frivolous attitude may have cost 
the premier and his associates their jobs and 
perhaps some of them their lives. 

Greece has been in bad condition ever since 
She is attempting to abserb a mil- 
lion refugees from Asia Minor.

.N the thirtieth of May in the 

year 1431, there was con- 

demned to death by burning in 

the country of France a maid 
whose strange history and heroic 
life have become almost legend as 
they have been handed down 
through the centuries, Now this 
maid. is regarded as a Saint. In 
her day she was looked upon as a 
messenger of the Evil One. In 
reality she was a very young and 
simple maiden, strong of purpose, 
devout and full of faith. You all 
know the story of her battles and 
of her martyrdom. . Do you know 
the story of the early life of Joan 
of Arc? Born in the village of 
Domremy, Joan was reared in the 
family of respectable peasants, Her 
father had a little money, consider- 
able property in flocks and herds 
and pastures. The daughters, Joan 
and her sister, were not like the 
children of poorer peasants, The 
girle. were brought up by their 
mother indoors in all the labors of 
housewifery, but also in the deli- 
‘cate art of needlework. Needle- 
work seems, from all accounts to 
have been Joan‘s chief occupation. 
Many writers picture her as a 
shepherd lass watching her father's 
flocks, but this Joan herself ad- 
mitted was not so. It is true that 
the mother taught them naught of 
letters, but then few if any in that 
humble village were learned in let- 
ters, What the mother did teach 
were the simple prayers. Btories 
of the saints and holy personages 
she told them, and stories from the 
Scripture interpreted into the cos- 
tumes and manner of their own 
time. Stories, too, of the history of 
France, of the wars and of the 
heroes, these did the little gtris 
hear as they sat beside their moth- 
er working-on the sewing that took

Taste As To Size .- 


and Fabric -- The Sports Hat. 


F variety is the spice of life, 

then millinery is the spice of 

fashion. There is always a mode 

dying out; always a mode being 
born; but few, if any, of the many 
styles live to a ripe old age. Ina 
way the history of each vogue re- 
peats itself, yet there is enough 
that Is wholly new in conception to 
make the choice more interesting. 
One may hesitate between the 
model she is sure of, and the new 
model that she is not, with a pleas- 
urable feeling of gaming. 

July and August are our hottest 
months, though early June seemed 
a forerunner in fact, not prophecy, 
of the heated term to come. One 
would naturally look for hats of 
lightweight fabrics, and one would, 
in spite of it, find many models of 
what we have come to look upon as 
winter materials. And such is the 
whimsicality. of the feminine mind 
that—finding them, we wear them, 
reasonable or no. 

If there is any real quarrel g0- 
igg on in the world of millinery it 
\s about this matter of fabrics, or, 
to be specific, about materials other 
than fabrics. And any competition 
in fashion is productive of variety 
—for—like business—it thrives on 
such a condition. So—beginning 
with a brief outline—hats are both 
large and small, with medium 
shapes to hold the two together; 
wide of brim, narrow of brim and 
brimless; of straw, of felt, of 
velour, of ribbon, silk and satin. 


The Sports Hat Takes Definite 
Form 

Since sports clothes have only a 
semi-alllance with sports, the hat 
that complements the costume may 
be one of two types, the practical 
little affair that is usefully smart, 
and the more picturesque sort that 
is a fitting part of the more dressy 
ensemble. The one is the hat of 
the woman of action; the other is 
the hat of the spectator. And both 
have much to commend them. 

Sports hats—whether large or 
small—run practically the entire 
range of materials. Perhaps the 
crushable straws, the silks and rib- 
bons are the preferred choice for 
the small hat, but the large hat 
uses them, too, and shares with the 
small hat the popularity of felt. 
It is not an easy matter to find the 
dividing line between the sports hat 
and the tailored or dress hat, so 
elastic is the mode. 

The woman in a tailored suit 
wears, practically the same model 
that ie worn by the woman on the 
golf links, and the guest at a gar- 
den tea wears a hat quite similar to 
the one that is worn by the spec- 
tator at track, Mnks or courts. 
Fabrics are much the same and so 
are shapes, and the same may be 
said for trimmings—if any! Per- 
haps the sports hats show payer 
colors, but even that might be a 
matter for discussion. 

The favorite straws are Milan, 
Leghorn, Bangkok, ballibuntl, 
hemp, tagal and ‘peanut; the pre- 
ferred fabrics are faille, bengaline, 
erepe de chine, crepe Elizabeth, 
ribbon belting and satin. And quite 
in a class by themselves are the felts 
and velours. One sees more felts— 
in proportion—than any other ma- 
terial, and ‘there is little sign of 
anything to even share their pop- 
ularity. 

Interest Centers On Both Crown 

And Brim 

All through the early spring we 
were treated to the most amazing 
whimsicalities in crowns. They were 
peaked and dented and otherwise 
manipulated, until there was, seem- 

ly, no further variatior-possible. 
B: were neglected, and left to 


[their former ways. With the com- 

ing of the large hat attention is 
centered on their crowns, and small 
hats look to their brims. 

There isn’t an awful lot one can 
do to the brim of a large hat, for 
it is the brim that makes it large. 
It may droop or be straight or, in 
a sort of frenzy, flare; it may be 
narrow at the: back or otherwise 
shaped, but its virtue is its shadi- 
ness, and nothing should be done to 
take this quality away. Yet an- 
other quality is its picturesqueness, 
and the brim is synonymous with it. 

The pictured hat with a velvet 
crown typifies this quality. The 
narrow ruffle of sheer fabric, match- 
ing the facing of the brim, ac- 
centuates the droop, and the all- 
the-way-round wreath of tiny flow- 
ers, placed underneath rather than 
above, adds unusuality. It is really 
a model in a winter material, yet 
it is unmistakably summerish in 
effect. It may be that there will 
come a time when there will be no 
“season” in hats! 

A second “picture,” as well as 
pictured, hat, uses heavy black 
crepe for its fabric, facing the brim 
with white crepe de chine. The 
crown is draped, and the only trim- 
ming is the cluster of narcissus 
placed at either side and—again— 
under the brim. There is mo évad- 
ing the fact that flowers are the 
most appropriate of all the many 
trimmings for the summer season. 
They increase in beauty with each 
successive year. 


The Straight Brim Is Difficult 


We hear comparatively little of 
the sailor, these past few years, but 
many of the smart—and new— 
large hats have a brim that is 
sailor-like. The model of straw, 
with fabric bound edge, has such 
a brim, and it borrows height from 
the hats of early spring, achieving 
It by a veritable bouquet of flowers. 
There is a slight droop to this 
straight brim that makes it « pos- 
sibility where a more severe line 
would not do at all, for an uncom- 
promising straightness is never gen- 
erally becoming, no matter where 
one finds it. . 

The hat of white satin has the 
straight brim and a dome-shaped 
crown, relieved from plainness by 
the folds of the fabric that plaid the 
upper part. It shows the confidence 
of the designer in materials other 
than straw for the summer months. | 

Refusing to droop; flirting a bit! 
with the sailor crown idea; then} 
flaring independently; the model of 
lace and satin strikes a wholly dif- 
ferent note. Flanges of the lace, 
to match the brim, are the only 
trimming, and the result is an un- 
usual hat, of a striking simplicity 
that is almost tailored. It belongs 
to the filmy frock mode and would 
“go” with any costume for the aft- 
ernoon. 


Oddities Of Line And Trimming 


The newest models of small hats 
show less and leag inclination to 
fantastic shapes—so far as crowns 
are concerned. But the brims do the 
drollest sort of things quite fear- 
lessly. Perhaps the felt hat set the 
fashion of slashing the brim and 
making it serve ‘as a trimming, but 
this {s sure—the brim that is cut 
and crossed, one end over the other, 
is a clever way of providing the bit 
of decoration necessary. 

These slashed brims do all sorts 
of things, and, the idea has taken 
hold of straws as..well as ‘felts. 
There is something unapproachably 
smart about the hat of untrimmed 
felt. It is boyishly youthful, but it 
is hard to wear, for it brings noth- 
ing of softness to the lines of the 
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face. Yet it remains—an all-occa- 
sion hat—the leader in the mil- 
linery mode, clinging with the same 
persistency that the cloche evi- 
denced. 

And there is the hat of velours! 
To be sure it is “feather-weight,” 
but it seems out of the warm 
weather picture. It is designed for

WHAT IS THE PERF 
IN SHOES ? — 


HEN fashion decrees that 
skirts be long, the expert 
will tell you that ‘you must 
be specially careful of your 
choice of shoes, for the long skirt 
is, as a rule, narrow, and: shoes are 
prominently featured.
